The letter from the passenger 
on 


the Surrey brings news of a calamity 
which has bereft the island of 
a 


large part ot its able-bodied male pop- 
ulation and tolls of conditions of pri- 
vation and misery among those who 
are loft. 


Among the Surrey's passengers were 


lley. Mr. Borrow, his wife and an- 
other woman, bound for Tristan da 
Cunha. 
Describing the dilllculty ex- 


perienced in landing them the letter 
says: 


"The coast is very dangerous, and 


there was finite a possibility that the 
trioi-would have to be carried on to 
'Montevideo, (nit "fortunately,1 although 
we had encountered many rough seas. 
when we came in sight of Tristan, the 
weather abated, and contrary to the 
captain's expectations we worn a b l e , 
to anchor within 'a quarter of a mile 
of the shore.

immediately,
